James Taylor, colored, a teamster em- 
ployed by the Metropolitan Improvement 
Co., is dead, and another negro, Alphonse 


Berger, is painfully injured, as the result 
of a protracted quarrel at Levee and Pine 
streets Wednesday morning. 

Accounts of the tragedy are conflicting. 

Whether Taylor fell from hie wagon and 
broke his neck while firing at his antugonist 
or was shot to death has not been deter- 
mined. There were no traces of bullet 
holes on his body when he was picked up, 
but there was an ugly gash below his nose. 
It wae not that of a pistol ball, and is be- 
lieved to have been sustained in the fall. 

The revulver found on Berger after his 
arrest was still loaded and no other weapon 
was seen in his possession. Berger is a 
driver, for Chris Schawacker. .Both were 
hauling snow to the barge at the foot of 
Olive street, where it was dumped into 
the river. 

Berger, it appears, objected to Taylor 


driving in front of him and blocking his 
passage. A fight. started at 8 o'clock in 
the morning. ' 

Taylor showed his pistol, it is said, and 
threatened to shoot Berger if he persisted 
in bothering him. Thereupon Berger got | 
his ‘‘gang’’ and Taylor was also reinforced, | 
battle ensued and Jim Taylor | 


was chased onto the barge near Pine street. 
The watchman ordered him out. 

About 10 o’clock the quarrel was renewed. 
This time Berger, it seemed was the ag- 
gressor. 

“I don't want to have any more trouble 
with vou,” Taylor was heard to say. After 
a while the men met again. 

Taylor was on his wagon, within fifty 
feet of the barge. A short distance awnzy 
was Berger and his two brothers, Henry 
and Bernard. There were a score of other 
men around. 

They say Berger asked Taylor if he still 
had his “gun’’ with him, he latter re- 
plied that he had and would use iy if nec- 
essary. 

Berger then drew a thirty-two caliber pis- 
tol from his pocket, and as he did Taylor 
fired twice. The first bullet went wide 
and the second struck Berger in the arm. 
it was noticed that the latter snapped his 
pistol and a moment later Taylor toppled 
wagon and fell dead on the

MARION, I, Feb. 1.—The most 
trous fire ever seen in this place occurred 
between 1 and 4 o'clock this morning. The 
entire block of recently built brick business 


disas- 


and South Market etreet, Was consumed 
in less than two hours. The city has no 
fire department and fires are usually sub- 
dued by volunteers armed only with 
buckets and ladders. 

Owing to the deep snow and the intense 


cold the. bucket brigade could not make 
much headway fighting the fire and the 
flames were only checked after burning the 
entire block. 

While there are no fatal accidents, many 
people were hurt, and several women and 
children were rescued from the upper 
stories with ropes and ladders. They were 
protected from the cold with only their 
night clothes, and were compelled to wade 
the deep snow barefoot toa place of safety, 
while the mercury was’ 5 degrees below 
zero. 

The origin of the fire is unknown, though 
there are many loud surmises, and much 
strong talk about it among gree. responsi- 
ble men. The flames were first discovered 
breaking from under the stairway of the 
Casey & Westbrook Building. Under this 
stairway the retail supply of coal oil for 
two stores was kept. The six large busi- 
ness buildings burned owned by G W. 
Young, E. T. Gallagher, Westbrook & Son, 
al T. B. Casey, Aikman & Gallagher and 

. M. Parks, and were worth $30,000. They 
were only partially insured. A large 
amount of merchandise, household goods 
and office furniture was saved from the 
fire, though ina badly damaged condition.

lt is rather amusing to hear the mem- 
bers of the present Assembly talk about 
economy in the matter of clerical force 
when one has read the record of the re- 
vising Assemblies of 1879 and 1889. These 
records show that the clerical force of the 
House has been increasing by leaps and 
bounds during the two decennial periods 
between those two sessions and the pres- 
ent one. At the same rate of increase the 
next revising House will be assisted by 
nearly a thousand employes and 20 years 
from now the force will make two regi- 
ments. 

It is hard to account for this rapid in- 
crease in the clerical force except on the 
ground that new places have been added 
to give the members more patronage. There 
was not much more work to be done in 
the revising session of 1889 than in that of 
1879 and there igs not much more work to be 
done this session than there was 10 years 


ago. 
Yet this year the force has beén enor- 
mously increased, positions being added 
which would be amusing if they did not 
mean é6uch an additioyal burden to the 
taxpayers. One cannot help being amused 
any how, at the titles which have been 
given to some of these sinecures. The 
amount of work performed by those hold- 
ing them is not. in eepens with the im- 
portance implied by high-sounding titles. 


For purposes of comparison between the 
forces of the Houses of 1879, 1889 and 1899, 
a table has been prepared which illustrates 
the point strikingly. It was found that 
the size of the engrossing and enrolling 
forces of 1879 was not obtainable, and it 
is probacse that they were not formed 
until there was work for them to do and 
were then select®@ by the committee. In 
all other respects the table shows a fair 
and complete comparison. It follows:

The man who is accustomed to work 
hard for a living is astonished at the small 
amount of work that is considered com- 
mensurate with a salary of $25 or $37 a week 
in the Legislature. Many a man would 
be glad of the chance of doing the work 
done by the two stationery clerks, or the 
two postal clerks. .The large engrossing 
and enrolling forces have been on the pay- 
roll for nearly a month, and the work of 
engrossing bills has just been commenced, 
while not a single bill has been enrolled. 


' On the Doorkeeper’s staff there are two em- 
'ployes who labor under the titles of su- 


perintendent of heat and ventilation and 
assistant superintendant of heat and ven- 
tilation. Their sole duty is to see that the 
House chamber ia kept at the proper tem- 
and from the number of pro- 
tests entered by members against the way 
the chamber was heated and not ventilated 
during the first three week of the session, 
the incumbents found their titles as much 
as they could carry, without ‘burdening 
themselves further with the duties of their 
positions es 

The custodian of the cloakroom—how like 
a court calendar al] this reads—is another 
much-titled officer for whem it has been 
found necessary to provide an assistant. 
Two water carriers are provided to fill 
the two water tanks of the House. Each 
holds about ten gallons and ‘t has never 
been found necessary to r@®il them in 
one day. The Doorkeeper has also the 
assistance of a messenger and a messenger 
clerk, yet his sole duty is to attend the 
door and announce the coming of the eec- 
retary of the Senate or the Governor's pri- 
vate secretary. 


There has been a good deal of grumbling 
among some members about the number 
of women who hold position 
cal forces of the House and Senate. Ex- 
clusive of those holding committee clerk- 
ships, there are 25 women holding posi- 
tions in the House. Some of the members 
who secured places for women have been 
severely criticised for so doing by the men 
among their constituents who voted and 
worked for them, and who either wanted 
places themselves, or had friends who 
wanted positions. John Smith of St. Louis 
is threatening to introduce a resolution to 
bar women from the force. 

Another source of much complaint is the 
tendency of many members to gobble all 
the places they can lay their hands on 
for their relatives. Twenty-four members 
have put relatives in positions on the var- 
lous forces of the House, exclusive of the 
committee clerks. In one case a member 
has a 14-year-old daughter on the smooth 
nc pm force, where the work requires the 

st penmanship and the greatest care and 
attention. If she fulfills her duties the 
work cannot but injyre her health, as it 
is confining. She was taken from school 
to be put in this position Another mem- 
ber has a son and daughter on the force. 
A third has his daughter and her flance on 
the force. Two have taken their boys from 
school to serve as pages. Both' of these 
latter are well-to-do men. 

It must not be forgotten that Col. Bill 
Phelps is represented on the force. Two 
men who are publicly identified with him 
and his work in the Legislature, hold po- 
sitions. One is charged with the distribu- 
tion of passes for the Colonel and the other 
looks after the bills for him. Both hold 
resvnorsible positions, 

Flouse-“‘Diamond’’ John Smith of St.

Bill to Make Non-Resident Capitalists 
Pay Their Share.

Francis Wilson of Platte County intro- 
duced a joint and concurrent resolution in 
the Senate this morning, which ie of far- 
reaching importance. In brief, it provides 
for the assessment and taxation of all mort- 
gages. and deeds of trust provided for 
by law. The idea of the Benator’s resolu- 
tion is to bring under taxation hundreds 


vf millions of dollars’ worth of mortgages 
held by persons in other States, which now 
escape taxation, or the taxés upon which 
are now paid by the persons who are in 
possession of the property mortgaged. If 
“A’’ owns a farm worth $10,000 and “B”’ 
holds a mortgage of $5000 on it, under Sen- 
ator Wilson's resolution “A" would pay 
the tax upon the $5000 interest which he 
actually possesses in the farm, and “s” 
would pay the taxes on the $3000 mortgage 
he holds. If “A” pays the taxes on both, 
the amount of the tax and the mortgage 
is credited to him against the parteane. 
and if “B” pays the tax on both, € 
amount of the tax on the farm is added to 
the amount of the mortgage. If “B” de- 
clines to pay taxes on the mortgage and 
“A” does not pay it, the amoung of the 
tax is a lien on the mortgage, which may 
be sold to satisfy the lien. 


RILLS IN THE HOUSE. 


Measure to Prevent Doctors From Fill- 
ing Their Own Prescriptions.

WORLD’S FAIR APPROPRIATION. 


Suggestion of a Way to Avoid Viola- 
tion of the Constitrtion. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch 

The Legislatures of the many States 
comprised within the Louisiana Purchase, 
are now in session. There is no loyal Mis- 
sourian who does not hope that the .law- 
making bodies of these States may, with- 
out delay, make adequate appropriations 
to celebrate in a worthy manner an event 
that pushed the borders of the young Re- 
public from the Mississippi to the far away 
Rocky Mountains, and converted this vast 
domain from a colony of the military dic- 
tator of France into an intergral part of 
the Union. 

But until the Legislature of Missour! bae 
taken the lead and made an appropriation 
how can we ask or expect other States to 
show their l‘berality? 

The fear has been expressed that our Leg- 
islature can do nothing. 

Our State constitution has been quoted 
s showing that the Legislature is tied 
hand and. foot by constitutional enaci- 
ments, and that no relief can be had til 
the constitution has been changed. 
. The constitution provides (Section 4, Ar. 
ticle 4): “The General Assembly shall have 
no power to make any grant of public mon- 
eys or things of vaiue to any individual, 
association of individuals, municipal or oth- 
er c ration whatsoever. 

N6 constitutional amendment can be eub- 
mitted to the voters till the next general 
election, which occurs in November, 1909, 
and if, at such time, the constitution is 
changed, the first Leg:siature that can be 
convened thereafter will be the regular ses- 
sion which meets in January, 190). 

If all this time must be lost, the situa- 
tion ia desperate, for not only will the lack 
of time in. preparing for the exposit-on be 
a crippling influence, but it will be difficult 
to spur other States to activity when our 
own State during the (wo years hee done 
noth'ne.

MAKES A STATEMENT REGARD- 
ING HIS INVESTIGATIONS. 


MORE ABOUT EMBALMED BEEF. 


He Now Has Reports of Thirty Com- 
manders and of the Men Who 
Embalmed It. 


NDW YORK, Feb. 1—In a statement 
given out here Gen. Miles says that he has 
been freely quoted without either accuracy 


marks anent the beef scandal: 

“September 20 last I issued an order to 
regimental commanders to report to me 
concerning the beef which had been issued 
At the time that I went be- 
fore the Wer. Board Investigating Com- 
mittee I had only received reports from 


fourteen of the commanders, Now have 
thirty reports. Tusey all tell the same story. 
The evidence proves the truth of the state- 
ments I have made. In addition to the re- 

orts of the regimental commanders, I 

ave a great mass of evidence, consisting 
of communications, affidavits, etc., from 
Officers, soldiers and civilians. Every ‘part 
of the country has contributed to the mass 
of correspondence which I have received in 
reference to the beef served our soldiers, 
and the evidence is all corroborative of 
what I have said. The great publicity 
which the press has given to the matter 
has brought all the correspondence of 
which 1 speak upon me. 

“I have overwhelming evidence that the 
embalmed beef was treated with chemicals 
in order to preserve it. I have affidavits 
from men who saw the beef undergoing 
the treatment or embalming process, 

Now as to the canned roast beef, that 
was different from the embalmed beef. The 
canned roast beef was the beef after the 
extract had been boiled out of it. You have 
seen the advertisements, ‘Beef extract; one 
pounds contains the substance of from four 
to five pounds of prime beef.’, Well, this 
is the beef after the extract tas been 
taken from it. They put 
Up in cans and label it ‘Canned roast beef.’ 
The soldiers report that the canned beef 
was nauseating. If swallowed, it could 
not be kept on the stomach.” 

It was pointed out to Gen, Miles that he 
had been quoted as having said that if the 
men who supplied the beef would deposit 
$1000 in such a way that it could be made 
to pay the cost of the proceedings, he| 
would furnish absolute proof of his asser- 
tions. He was asked what tribunal he had 
in mind or to whom he would furnish this 
proof, and in reply said; 

“I made that statement in response to 
the offer of the beef men to pay $100,000 for 
evidence of the truth of my allegations 
against their product. I looked on their 
offer az a bluff and took that way of an- 
swering it. I have no tribunal in mind. I 
have the greatest abundance of evidence 
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or authority, and continues with these re- |

think that any part of $1000 need be spent | 
in more investigation.’’ 

Gen. Miles has received a telegram from 
Col. A, A. Pope of Boston, requesting Gen. 
Miles to draw on him for $1000 to prove that 
chemicals were used to embaim beef fur- 
nished to soldiers, but his offer will not be 
accepted for the reasons already given.

GERMANY WILL NOT MEDDLE IN 
AMERICA’S AFFAIRS. 


SHE IS NOT UNFRIENDLY. 


Ambassador Von Holloben Says That 
War Between the Nations Would 
Be a Calamity. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. L—Dr. Theo. Von 
Holloben, German Ambassador, has given 
an authorized interview which may be re- 
garded as an Official statement of the at- 
titude of Germany. Speak.ng of immediate 
questions the Ambassador said: 


“About the question of expansion, which 
has become such a vital one, I can say 
that Germany at least is not interferiug 
in what is strictiy the affair of the United 
States. 

‘the United States did not object to our 
occupation of the Philippines. We have 
not in the Fhilippines any more vital in- 
terest than America has in China, Since 
the United States, although urged to do so, 
did nol protest against our entrance into 
her commercial domain in the Celestial 
empire, We cannot do a more courteous act 
than to follow her example and abstain 
from ail criticism of her acts in Asiatic 
waters.”’ 

The Ambassador emphatically protests 
against continued intimations of unfr.end- 
liness upon the part of Germany and sayeé, 
referring to the miliions of Germans in the 
United States: “Any trouble which m.gat 
occur between the two countries would be 
to millions of their cit.zens as great a 
calamity as a civil war. Commercia! fric- 


livts UES HULL COmtitute a plea sufficiently 


strong to Warrant our viewing the case in 
any other light. Commercial  frict.on 
should not enter into the question of high- 
er politics. I know the American people 
are too fair-minded to allow minor cons.d- 
erations to influence their judgment in the 
great things at stake. 

It is true that tariff regulations in this 
country and restricted legisiation in ours. 
have caused il) will, but this is a natura; 
resuit ol the great struggle for commercial! 
supremacy. 1 can say with perfect truth. 
notwithstanding much which has been sa.d 
to the contrary, there never was a moment 
when the oft.cials of ni nO 
lieved one iota of the rumor of German in- 
ierference or German hostility during the 
late war. 

“When you talk of the Philippines and 
the presence of a large German mec, in 
those waters you must remember that Ger- 
many had more valuable and more nu- 
merous interests to protect than any other 
power, England not excepted. In addit.on 
to our own interests we had those of Aus- 
tria, Switzerland and Portugal. It must be 
remembcred, tc 0, that we were not prepared 
for the sudden and dazzling victory of Ad- 


miral Dewey and the changes on the pol - | 


tical horizon that victory brought about. 
We were acting on the assumption that 
Spain would not be able to hold her own 
against the insurgents and were prepared to 
cope with a state of anarchy. With the 
appearance of the United States aa the 
sovereign power all our fears vanished.

PART FROM HER CHILDREN. 


SENT TO EAST LYNNE, MO. 


Superintendent of the Mennonite Or- 
phan Asylum Had the Small 
Travelers in His Charge. 


Sick and without means to provide for 
her little ones, Mrs. Amos Culp parted from 
them forever. 

The children, six in number, and ranging 
én age from 2 to 1l years, reached Union 
Station Wednesday morning from Orville, 
©., where they have been confined the past 
two months in the Mennonite Orphan Asy- 
jum. They were in charge of 8S. K. Plank, 
Superintendent of the institution. He is 
taking them to East Lynne, Mo., where 
they will be distributed among several 
families. 

Mre. Culp is 40 years old and lives within 
afew miles of Orville, O. According to 
Mr. Plant, her pathetic separation from 
her entire family was unavoidable. 

“She had to do it,” he says, “because 
there were no willing hands to relleve her 
misery. Mrs. Culp’s husband was a car- 

nter and a worthy man. A year ago 

e contracted a cold which developed into 
fonsumptian. It was imposeible to arrest 
fhe progress of the disease, and as a last 
Tesort he was removed to Colorado. When 
Sent there he was in a dying condition and 
his death is only a question of a few hours,

Bear Trainer Said While in St. Louis 
That His Big Pet Would Eventually

, Passing an apple into the blind bear's 
cage, and patting the big beast on the head, 
Mr. Batty said: “Paulo, old boy, I fear 
some day you will do for your good 
friend Batty at last.”’ 

“No,” he continued, “it is not that Paulo 
is savage, but the poor old fellow fs much 
troubled with his teeth, which ache almost 
constantly, and sometimes ulcerate. When 
a sudden ee of pain seizes him he be- 
comes enrag and strikes out with his 
enormous paws—a swinging blow that with 
the pugilists would be called a ‘half-hook. 
You have seen him do it on the stage. 

“It happens often. I am always on the 
lookout for that blow, but it comes with- 
out warning and ie so swift that it cannot 
be dodged. Though I try always to stay 
out of reach of his paws, I have had many 
narrow escapes. Some day that blow is 
liable to land on me; then I shall go down 
with broken ribs or with the side of my 
face smashed in and lacerated, so terrible 
is the force from a swipe from. those 
mighty paws. Then, as I lie helpless with- 
in his reach, the old fellow, maddened by 
pain, may strike again, or bite, or crush 
me in his embrace. If that happens, Batty 
will train no more animals. But then, you 
know,’’—this with a shrug—‘‘those are the 
chances that animal trainers take. Many 
go so. It is part of the business. 

“Why don’t I get rid of Paulo? Never. 
Paulo and I went into the business to- 
gether, and eo long as he lives we will 
work together. If he ever hurts me, it will 
not be in malice; it wll be a@n accident. 
Poor old fellow, I love him, and yet some 
day I fear may come the accident. If it 
does come, I had rather it were Paulo than 
one of the others. They are common 
bears. Paulo is ftom the Himalayas. He js 
a gentleman, and my friend.’’ 

Mrs. Batty also expressed herself as fear- 
ful that her husband would some day be 
killed by his bears, and has often begged 
him to get rid of them and turn his atten- 
tion to train'ng some less dangerous ani- 
mals. But Batty says: ‘“‘No! Should I train 
cats and dogs? Never! If my bears shall 
some day kill their best friend, so be it; but 
as yet am the master.’’ 

The people at the Columbia Theater were 
not at all surprised to hear of Batty’s ac- 
cident in Omeha, and all agreed in expect- 
ing sooner or later to hear of Batty being 
killed by his bears—blind Paulo being 
picked for the fellow to do the job.
